‘BG SUGAR SHIPMEN 


Cost of River Is 
Hundred Peunds Under That 
It Was by Rail. 


Nine barges of the 
River .Service will discharge 50,940. 
sacks of sugar in St. Louis between 
tomorrow and Menday. During next 
week, 24,000 additional sacks will 
arrive via the river, making the re- 
ceipts here within a few days 74,940 
sacks. That amount 
lent of 127 freight car loads. 

ASide from being the largest ship- 
ment of sugar into the city in a like 
period, the movement indicates how 
the use of the river for shipping has 
revolutionized the sugar market in 
the Mississippi Valley in a fashion 
that advocates of barge shipments 
long have contended it can revolu- 
tionize other markets in favor of St. 
Louis, such as diverting to St. Louis 
a large pereentage of the wheat that 
now moves to Chicago. 

Previous to the establishment of 
the barge line, western or beet sugar 
moved into St. Louis and adjacent 
territory about two points under 
southern or cane sugar 

The establishment of 
line has allowed svuthern 
move into St. Louis 9 cents a hun- 
dred pounds under what it had 
mgeved in by rail, thus reversing the 
market, giving the cane sugar about 
7 cents under beed sugar. 

The sudden opening of a new mar- 
ket for the southern sugar interests 
has caused them to seek a site in St.

Louis for a warehouse to which ‘to 
consign vast quantities of sugar for 
distribution to points north in the 
valley. 

So eagerly have the southern re-'| 


finers seized the opportunity for the 
expanded markets that for the first 
time since the establishment 
River Service last September, 
are departing from New Orleans to 
capacity.
